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In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  elev- 
enth article  of  the  Association,  the  Managers  pre- 
sent herewith  a  report  of  their  doings  for  the  past 
year. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
elected  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
an  assessment  of  five  dollars  on  each  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  capital  stock,  was  laid  upon  the 
Banks,  pursuant  to  the  second  article  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

Subsequently,  circulars  were  sent  by  the  Treas- 
urer, to  all  the  Banks  in  New  England,  and,  in 
Massachusetts,  one  hundred  and  seventeen  Banks 
responded  by  paying  their  annual  assessments. 

Of  the  Banks  in  the  other  New  England  States, 
sixty-five  became  members. 

The  Dubuque  Branch  State  Bank,  of  Dubuque, 
Iowa,  became  a  member  last  year,  making,  in  all, 
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one  hundred  and  eighty-three  Banks  now  members 
of  the  Association. 

Last  year,  the  number  was  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight,  showing  a  decrease  the  past  year  of 
five  members. 

The  Board  of  Managers  have  held  five  meetings, 
as  usual,  during  the  past  year,  at  which  reports 
have  been  made,  of  the  doings  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  their  acts  have  been  unanimously 
approved. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  held  thirty-five 
meetings  during  the  past  year,  at  which  all  matters 
of  detail  coming  before  it,  have  had  a  proper  hear- 
ing, and  such  directions  given  as  seemed  judicious, 
to  best  promote  the  interests  and  operations  of  the 
Association. 

In  accordance  with  the  statutes  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  Secretary  has  delivered  to  the  High 
Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County,  to  be  destroyed  by  the 
Superior  Court  having  jurisdiction,  the  following 
described  moulds  and  plates,  for  the  manufacture 
of  counterfeit  Coin  and  Notes  :  also  the  following 
counterfeit  Coin,  in  an  unfinished  state,  to  icit :  —

The  Managers  continue  their  offer  of  rewards  for 
the  conviction  and  sentence  of  engravers  of  plates 
for  counterfeit  Bank  Notes,  and  for  dies  for  altering 
the  same,  also  for.  uttering  counterfeit  Bank  Notes, 
as  it  continues  to  present  strong  inducements  to  de- 
tectives and  other  persons,  in  all  sections  of  the 
country,  to  arrest,  and  cause  to  be  sentenced,  this 
class  of  persons,  who,  otherwise,  in  many  cases, 
would  be  likely  to  go  on  without  arrest  and  punish- 
ment, defrauding  the  community.  The  Association 
has  paid  this  year  the  same  as  the  two  preceding 
years,  Fifty  Dollars  reward  for  each  person  sen- 
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tenced  for  passing  counterfeit  money  of  any  Bank 
belonging  to  the  Association,  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  the  sentencing  of  persons  passing  counterfeit 
money  of  any  of  the  other  New  England  Banks. 

From  January  1st  to  December  31st,  1863,  eighty-

It  will  be  seen  that  a  larger  number  than  usual 
has  been  sentenced  the  past  year  for  manufactur- 
ing and  uttering  counterfeit  coin,  for  which  the  As- 
sociation has  paid  a  gratuity  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  person  sentenced. 

It  may  seem  to  some  of  the  members  that  these 
gratuities  should  cease,  so  long  as  there  is  no  gen- 
eral circulation  of  coin  in  the  country,  but  the  facts 
ai'e,  that  nearly  all  of  the  sentences  for  coin  opera- 
tions are  of  persons  who  arc  likewise  operators  in 
counterfeit  Bank  Notes,  but  the  parties,  for  various 
reasons,  are  taken  into  the  United  States  Courts  for 
trial,  and  are  consequently  sentenced  as  coin  opera- 
tors. 

For  these  reasons  it  has  been  deemed  advisable 
and  proper  to  continue  the  payment  of  gratuities,  the 
same  as  before  the  general  circulation  of  coin  ceased. 

It  will  be  seen  by  examining  the  list  of  persons 
sentenced  this  year,  that  it  contains  a  much  larger 
number  than  usual  of  manufacturers  of  notes  and 
coin,  and  engravers  of  plates  and  dies. 

"  George  White,''  sentenced  at  New  York  City, 
for  engraving  a  plate  on  the  Pocasset  Bank,  Fall 
River,  was  an  engraver  of  the  first  class,  and  was  sen- 
tenced for  five  years  and  two  months  in  the  State's 
Prison,  at  a  great  expense  to  our  Association. 
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"  Joseph  Branch"  and  "  James  Hewitt,"  sen- 
tenced at  Philadelphia,  for  engraving  a  plate  on  the 
Phenix  Bank,  Hartford,  were  engravers  of  a  good 
class  of  work,  and  our  Association  has  been  on  their 
track  for  several  years. 

As  the  persons  seeking  the  rewards  will  expend 
much  more  time  and  money  to  sentence  the  parties 
carrying  the  fifty  dollars  reward,  it  is  evidently  for 
the  interest  of  the  Banks  to  become  members  of 
this  Association. 

The  third  annual  report  of  the  "  Central  Asso- 
ciation of  Banks,"  in  Pennsylvania,  published  in 
May  last,  shows  that  in  less  than  three  years,  ninety- 
five  banks  had  taken  membership,  and  it  had  paid 
for  sentencing  seventy  persons  to  an  aggregate 
imprisonment  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  years, 
besides  obtaining  and  destroying  a  large  amount  of 
counterfeit  notes  and  coin,  and  implements  for  man- 
ufacturing the  same. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  activity  and  success  of 
this  Association. 

The  legislature  of  Massachusetts  renewed  its 
grant  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  the  year  1863, 
provided  the  Association  expended  three  times  that 
sum  ;  which  condition  is  the  same  as  in  former  re- 
solves, and  was  passed  by  the  unanimous  votes  of 
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both  branches  of  tlie  legislature,  on  the  ground  that 
the  community  must  be  protected  as  much  as  is 
possible,  from  the  frauds  of  counterfeiting  our  cur- 
rency, Which  is  authorized  by  the  State,  and  for 
which  right  to  issue  Bank  notes  as  a  currency,  the 
State  continues  to  tax  and  receive  one  per  cent,  on 
the  capital  of  every  bank,  being  nearly  all  of  its 
ordinary  revenue. 

The  Board  of  Managers  submit  with  pleasure 
the  result  of  their  labors  for  the  past  year,  and 
hope  it  may  be  satisfactory  to  every  member,  and 
meet  the  approval  of  the  Legislature. 

We  must  again  ask  the  Managers  of  the  Banks 
in  New  England — not  members — to  examine  our 
Report,  and  give  us  their  aid  the  coming  year,  to 
enable  us  to  extend  our  operations  and  still  further 
check  these  frauds  on  our  community.

The  Associated  Banks  of  Massachusetts,  rep- 
resented by  their  delegates  in  convention  at  Boston, 
February  9th,  1853,  adopted  the  following  plan  of 
organization : 

I. 

The  object  of  the  Association  is  the  prevention  of 
counterfeiting,  and  the  detection  of  counterfeiters  of 
bank  bills,  coins,  checks,  or  drafts. 

II. 

Each  and  every  Bank  may  be  represented  by  one 
officer,  who  may  be  a  President,  Cashier,  or  Director  of 
the  Bank,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
An  annual  assessment  may  be  made  upon  each  Bank 
represented  in  the  Association,  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock,  to  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  dollars  per  annum  on  each  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  of  its  capital. 
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III. 

There  shall  he  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association 
in  Boston,  in  the  month  of  February,  of  which  fourteen 
days'  notice  shall  be  given,  by  a  printed  or  written 
notice,  addressed  to  the  Cashier  of  the  Bank. 

IV. 

At  this  meeting,  all  the  officers  of  the  year  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot ;  to  consist  of  a  Board  of  fifteen 
Managers,  five  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  and  ten  from  such  other  places  in  the  State,  as 
the  meeting  may  decide. 

V. 

The  Managers  shall  choose  a  Chairman,  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer.  The  Chairman  shall  be,  ex-officio,  President 
of  the  Association.  In  case  of  his  absence,  any  other 
member  may  be  chosen  to  preside. 

VI. 

The  Secretary  shall  record  the  doings  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

VII. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of 
the  Association,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Managers ;  and,  if  required,  shall  give  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 
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VIII. 

There  shall  be  regular  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
Managers,  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman, 
Secretary,  or  any  other  two  members  of  the  Board. 

IX. 

The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such 
agent  or  agents  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  promote 
the  objects  of  the  Association,  and  determine  their 
compensation. 

X. 

The  agent  or  agents  thus  appointed  shall  render  a 
written  report  of  their  doings,  at  each  quarterly  meeting 
of  the  Managers,  and  at  any  intermediate  time  when 
required. 

XI. 

At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Man- 
agers shall  render  a  detailed  report  of  their  proceedings, 
and  the  acts  and  doings  of  their  agents,  together  with  a 
statement  of  all  funds  received  by  the  Treasurer  and 
disbursed  by  him  under  their  directions,  all  accompanied 
with  proper  vouchers,  to  be  presented  to  the  Governor 
for  his  action  thereon,  according  to  law.

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XII. 

Any  Bank  becoming  a  party  to  this  plan  of  organiza- 
tion, by  a  duly  authorized  officer,  and  paying  its  pro- 
portion of  the  assessments,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Association.

PREAMBLE. 

As  much  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Association  will 
depend  upon  secret  information,  to  be  obtained  only 
with  the  understanding  that  its  source  is  to  remain 
secret,  it  is  understood  by  each  member  of  the  Board 
that  all  communications  made  to  it  are  to  be  strictly 
confidential. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  February. 

The  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  in 
Boston,  on  the  third  Wednesdays  of  February,  May, 
August,  and  November.  Special  meetings  shall  be  held 
at  any  time,  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman,  or  of  any 
two  members  of  the  Board.  Five  minutes  after  the 
time  named,  a  quorum  being  present,  the  Board  shall 
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proceed  to  business ;  and  the  first  business  in  order 
shall  be  the  reading  of  the  records  of  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board,  and  of  the  doings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee since  that  meeting. 


ARTICLE  IL 

OFFICERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  considering  itself  as  the 
Trustee  of  the  Association,  and,  ex-qfficio,  the  depository 
of  its  power,  to  this  extent,  will  fill,  pro  tempore,  any 
vacancy  which  may  occur  in  its  own  body,  or  in  the 
office  of  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  by  the  choice  of,  or 
appointment  thereto,  of  some  delegate  from  some  one  of 
the  Banks  belonging  to  the  Association,  who  may  be 
eligible  to  fill  such  vacancy,  according  to  the  Articles  of 
Association. 

The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  when  present ;  in  his  absence,  a  Chairman,  pro 
tempore,  shall  be  chosen.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive 
all  the  funds  belonging  to  the  Association,  whether  now 
in  existence  or  hereafter  accruing,  together  with  all 
vouchers  for  payment  of  money,  and  all  other  papers 
and  books  relating  to  this  office,  and  hold  the  same, 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Board,  except  as  provided 
for  in  Article  3d ;  and,  on  his  retirement  from  office, 
shall  pass  the  same  to  his  successor,  or  to  the  Executive 
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Committee.  He  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  to  such  persons  as  may  bo  named  by 
the  Board  as  Trustees  for  the  Association,  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office ;  keep  a  book 
belonging  to  the  Association,  in  which  shall  be  entered, 
in  detail,  all  receipts  and  payments  of  money ;  keep 
the  funds  of  the  Association  invested,  as  provided  in 
Article  3d ;  at  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
oftener  if  required,  lay  before  it  a  statement  of  the  assets 
and  liabilities  of  the  Association,  and  I  generally , to  dis- 
charge all  other  duties  usually  belonging  to  said  officer ; 
and  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  two  hundred  dollars 
per  annum.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record,  in 
books  belonging  to  the  Association,  of  the  Banks  be- 
longing to  it,  with  the  capital  of  each ;  of  all  meetings 
and  doings  of  the  Association,  of  the  Board,  and  of  the 
Executive  Committee  ;  with  the  names  of  the  Managers 
present  at  the  meetings  of  the__Board,  and  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee ;  notify  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  (to  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
February,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  may 
direct,)  as  required  in  the  Articles  of  Association ; 
notify  each  member  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
of  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  of  all  adjournments 
thereof;  and  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board  have  his 
records  of  its  doings  and  of  theMoings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  present  for  inspection  and  use,  as  provided  in 
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Article  1st ;  take  charge  of  and  preserve  all  books  and 
papers  belonging  to  the  Association,  not  connected  with 
the  Treasurer's  department;  correspond  with  Banks 
and  individuals,  by  direction  of  the  Board,  or  of  the 
Executive  Committee  ;  and  generally  do  and  perform 
all  other  duties  usually  devolving  upon  such  office ; 
and,  at  the  expiration  of  his  office,  deliver  the  books 
and  papers  in  his  possession,  belonging  to  the  Associa- 
tion, to  his  successor ;  and  he  shall  be  paid  for  his  ser- 
vices five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  no  salaried 
officer  or  agent  shall  be  employed  by  the  Board  or  the 
Executive  Committee,  except  the  Treasurer  and  Secre- 
tary aforesaid. 


ARTICLE  III. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers—  three  from  Boston,  and  two  out  of  Boston  —  to 
be  chosen  by  ballot,  annually,  by  the  Board,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  institute  and  prosecute,  or  authorize  to  be 
instituted  and  prosecuted,  all  proceedings  in  furtherance 
of  the  objects  of  the  Association,  during  the  recess  of 
the  Board  ;  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  pay  bills,  and 
either  member  of  the  Committee  to  enter  into  engage- 
ments on  behalf  of  the  Board,  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing, in  all,  one  thousand  dollars,  during  such  recess ; 
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such  engagements  being  entered  into,  and  bills  created, 
solely  as  special  undertakings,  in  each  instance,  and 
with  no  avowed  view  of  permanency,  except  with  the 
previous  assent  of  the  Board,  had  and  obtained  in  each 
case ;  and  all  bills  and  engagements  exceeding  that  sum, 
arc  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board,  before  such  bills  are 
paid  or  engagements  entered  upon  ;  direct  the  invest- 
ment of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  and 
generally  exercise,  when  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  the 
power  conferred  by  the  Association  upon  the  Managers, 
subject  to  the  restraints  and  limitations  contained  in  the 
Articles  of  the  Association,  and  in  these  Rules,  and  to 
such  further  restraints  and  limitations  as  the  Board  may, 
by  rule  or  vote,  from  time  to  time  impose.  In  case  of 
the  absence  of  three  of  the  members  of  this  Committee, 
those  present  may  call  in  either  of  the  Managers  to  act 
as  members,  pro  tempore,  and  the  Committee  shall  act 
only  by  unanimous  assent  of  the  members  present  in  all 
cases,  and  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

managers'  expenses. 

The  expenses  of  the  Managers,  incurred  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  as  Managers,  shall  be  paid  as 
follows :  —  Two  dollars  for  each  day's  attendance  at 
meetings  of  the  Board,  and  of  Special  Committees 
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thereof,  with  an  allowance  to  those  Managers  residing 
out  of  Boston,  for  travelling  expenses,  of  one  dollar  for 
each  ten  miles  of  travel  in  one  direction. 


ARTICLE  V. 

AIIEEATI  ON    Or  STILUS, 

These  Rules  may  he  altered  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Board,  at  which  a  majority  of  the  Managers  are  present, 
notice  having  heen  given  of  the  purpose.
